8* In the course of this conversation, Mr* Reynolds stated that he thought we 
ought to know that it was the Presidents desire that the Dispersal Plan, which wm 
not favorably considered by Congress at its last session, was to be revivnd* The 
President desires that it be resubmitted end HSRB has lowered its ainiatua distance 
requiromsnto freo the previous 20-raUo radius to a 10 to 12-raile radius. Mr* 
Reynolds feels that if the Dispersal Plan had boon based on these figures in the be- 
ginning it would have been passed at the last session of Congress. I aefe d Mr. 
Reynolds whether in his opinion this should influence CIA in any way in proceeding 
with the request for our new building. He was positive in Ms belief that it should
